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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are deemed free of the prior art, given the failure of the prior art to 
teach or reasonably suggest the claimed soybean variety having the same collection of 
morphological traits and genes conferring them. The closest prior art, US 6,806,405 
filed 31 January 2003, teaches a soybean cultivar which differs from the instantly 
claimed cultivar in at least the following traits: maturity group, tolerance to iron 
chlorosis, and G/C count (see, e.g., Tables 1-2; columns 7-10). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
